artificial 
baits. 
A gentleman in San 
Antonio 
makes such attractive flies 
that 
some women fishermen wear them 
as ornaments on 
their dresses. 
Over In Uvalde, Art Sansom and 
Hub Eoff have developed an at- 
tiflclal lure they call the "Wonder 


' Bug", made of cellophane, colored 


. nail polish and odd lengths of 
wire. In Sherman, a man makes 
what he calls the "Whopper Stop- 
per." 


• "Bomber Bolt" Company. 
But the 
largest 
such factory 
we've seen Ii the Bomber Bait com- 
pany In Gainesville, owned and op- 
erated by Ike Walker, John W. 
Parker and C. S. Turbevllle. 
They have applied for a patent 
for both design and name—"The 
Boomber" — but in the meantime 
produce -over 1,000 Bombers a day 
and are 400 dozen behind in orders. 
The original design was whittled 
•at by Ralph Wham three and 
a half years ago. It has been 
changed and Improved upon (Park- 
/ er, one of the owners, is a science 
( 
teacher at the high school) but it's 
•till a lot like Wham's old Bomber. 
It was designed to get depth, and

New machinery has been invent- 
ed in Gainesville to speed up the 
process of manufacture. ' But it's 
still mostly hand work, like the 
eyes, which are two colors—yellow, 
with a black Iris, 
They're made 
or painted on with a common nail. 
A worker dips the head into the 
yellow ink, applies to the lure, then 
dips the other end into black ink 
and dabs it in the center of the 
yellow.

Krug's announcement came as 
Lewis appeared before a house la- 
bor sub-committee to renew hlE 
charge that the Centralia miners 
died "because of criminal negli- 
gence of J. A. Krug." 
Recalling that he had made the 
statement originally before a sen- 
ate hearing last week, Lewis told 
the committee: 
•"Killed By Inaction," 
have not said that J. A 
Krug by an affirmative action kill- 
ed these men.

These steps provide that (1) the 
ocal union safety committee may 
require the withdrawal of miners 
from unsafe mine areas; (2) if Im- 
minent danger exists the federal in- 
spector may require withdrawal of 
the miners; and (8) the federal 
Inspector reports serious danger by
